I T u reported that in the few week* which have passed since the 
breaking out of the financiai panic, no less than 500,000 Ameri¬ 
can workingmen have lost employment 

* * a 

Within a few days the news has come from different parts of the 
coontry that not only in the factories, hot also id the mines and on the 
railroads, jobs have been given back to the workmen. 

It cannot immediately be proved how far this news is true or not 
Bst similar reports hare appeared in tbe pap er s about the local fac¬ 
tories and mills. 

.. It may be possible that many of these reports arc only sent_ ont to 
make the prevailing la^ of emploj-ment appear less than it real¬ 
ly is. 

However, it is also pos.<iibIe that the capitalists are really to'ing 
to start up their work wUch has recently been wholly or partially in¬ 
terrupted, or to continue it. . 

There are reasons to believe that here and there the attempt is 
actually being made to start industry going again to a large extent. 

* * * . 

But at the same time, with the news of this resumption and con¬ 
tinuation of production comes also the news from all parts of the 
country that the wagts of the tcorkin^meti eferyu'here are being cut. 

It Is bighl^robable that there is a connection between these two 
Items of news. The capitalist class is trying to continue and to resume 
produ^ion, while they are cheafieniHg the same by a reduetion of wages. 

In other words; the capitalist class wants to conquer the crisis at 
the expense of the workingmen. 

• • * 

Now, if this is really attempted, there will be serious trouble 
next year. And for two^reasons. 

In the first place, any reduction of wages will simply furtlter 
reduce the buying fotcer of the nvrUng people, , nd thus bring about 
an faidnitrial crisis of the t>pe of 1893, which we have just now pos- 
ribly escaped. 

In tlK cco'nd place, the workingmen owe it to the.rselvcs, to 
their families and to the country, to resist any further reduction of 
their standard of living. , 

And they will resist 

Therefore, if the manufacturers try to reiluce wages there will be 
strike^* and boycotts and bitter industrial war. 

* * * 

And particularly for Milwaukee I have this to say: 

There can be no doubt that up to the middle of November of this 
year the manufacturing trade of this city was tbe largest i,i its his¬ 
tory. 

According to some computations, the output was about 35 per 
cent more than in lyud. And even with the slump since November 
the output win still be over 1*1 per cent larger than in any previ¬ 
ous year. . 

The manulacturers ami employers have had "good timcj" and 
made money "hand over fist”—there can be no donbt of that. 

' Mr. Tom Nea'.^ for instance, claims a total output of about two 
million dollars for Flier and Stowell's this last year. Mr. Tom Neacy 
ought to be a "good citizen* on the 5>rDfits of this output. 

The Milwatdcee padiers have done a business of about twerdy- 
fiwee mnikm dollars, which means an increase of about-ao or 30 per 
cent over late year. 

It Is easy to understand tbe owners of the packinghouses are 
"great patriots* in sphe of Tihecdore Roosevelt They are always 
willing to snbecribe to churches and armories. 

The Nordberg Hanntacturing Co. had an output of an aggre¬ 
gate of $ij6oo,ooo.

Stuttgart, Germany: There 
%ere a lot of fine felk)w-s among the 
delegation at tlie recent Stuttgart 
International Congress. 1 remem¬ 
ber ill particular one of the Britush 
'delegates, Jas. Cribble, of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers of Northamp¬ 
ton. He has started a co-operatis’e j 
shoe factory (having been black-j 
Kstc]lout of all jobs) where he em- 
piovB some twenty-five lianils and 
turns over some hundreds of 
pounds profits to the funds of the 
movement every year. Some years 
ago he organized the boot and shoe 
workers wlio were employed by a 
oontra^r furnishing shoes t^ the 
arm^'and navy, but wlio was not 
paying the.union wages; and get-, 
ting no satisfaction from him or 
his superiors iie marched hLs men 
on foot to London from Northamp¬ 
ton. He was well received along 
the route and made a demonstra¬ 
tion before the war department. Not 
getting any satisfaction here they 
went to the House of Parliament 
and gaining admission to the gallery 
through the member of his district 
he got up and made a speech from 
the gallery. So Mr. Cribble is the 
only man who ever made a speech 
in the House of Parliament without 
being a member. 

Tlien there was another fine fel¬ 
low from London, a Mr. Williams, 
who, with another fellow, are or¬ 
ganizing and working among the 
unemployed of London. He is by 
trofession a clerk, but no one in 
England will employ him and, he is 
constantly shadowed hy detectives 
who are trying to find some pretext 
to arrest him on. He has a hall 
where the'unemployed come to get 
warm..and for shelter, and then, 
wlien it U filled, lie gives them So¬ 
cialism. From others I heard tlut 
the poor fellows fairly worship him 
and follow him blmdly.

Before, the committees of judi¬ 
ciary and licenses last Tuesday 
Chief Janssen presented a list of 
arrests showing that the bulk of 
the arrests after midnight are in 
the working class districts. His os¬ 
tensible object was to show that 
a midnight closing ordinance would 
be a good thing for the working 
people, but the sham of such evi¬ 
dence fell into a sorry heap when 
Aid. Buech pointed out the fact that 
in the localities covered by tbe 
figures there were scarcely any all 
night salomis, and in his own tvard, 
the 'Twelfth, none tt alll 


If Chief Janssen’s figures showed 
anything they showed how unequal¬ 
ly his Mpartment runs down law- 
^eakers. Out in the working-class 
districts arrests are made for petty 
causes, but down town in the red 
lijtht. gambling, European hotel bed 
house and concert resort districts 
the laws may be broken at will. His 
figures showed only 237 after mid¬ 
night arrests in ail the downtown 
and red light wards during the past 
year, while in the factory, working¬ 
men and middle cla-ss residence 
wards there was a total of 1,347 
arre.stsl Who is crazy enough to 
swallow siKh a bunch of figures as 
that? Who will believe what the 
chief asks to be believed, namely, 
that the people of Milwaukee who 
stay at their homes are larg,.ly law 
brrakers. while the men and women 
who infest the downtown streets 
and resorts all night are eminently 
law abiding. Go tell it to the 
marines! The fact is, and Chief 
Janssen knows h well, that the 
^wntown drinking resorts are 
filled with people w ho are ricli and 
"respectable." and have pulls, 
while the people in the outlying 
saloons, sfhich usually close early. 
are "only working people” and 
therefore legitimate prey for the 
police court. Moreover, tlie clown 
town resort keepers are pwerful 
for various rea.sons. while the 
sidoonkeepeTS in the workingmen 
wards are not. Tbe .noral of all 
this is tint if you want to gw boozy 
or break the ordinances or the laws 
do 'it downtown where you 
mfe. 


working people in Milwaukee are 
a law abiding people. They do not 
want to he made a doormat of by 
a poliee chief who protects gam¬ 
blers, or by anvone else. 


grafting and business are so close- 
fv related. 

. And it it not only graft cases that 
these selected juries have i<, decnle. 
There are the damage .suits brought 
against corporations by workmen 
who have been maimed in the mill 
of industry. Workingmen .on such 
juries might not keep the courts in 
so good odor with tlic capitalists! 

Tlie Social-Dentocrat-s. the ele¬ 
ment in the communit)' which fhey 
represent, constitute about a third 
of the population of the citv of Mil¬ 
waukee. yet a Sfocial-Dcniocrat 
hardly ever gels on the jury. .Auil 
this is not surprising, considering 
that this third of tlie pispulaticn is 
shut out from representation on 
the honorable jury comn^sion by 
the Iionorablc judges. 

About a half a year ago the FeJl- 
cratH Trades Council sent a formal 
petition to the honorable judges 
asking that tlie discrimination 
against labor on the jury commis¬ 
sion cease and that the next a|>- 
pointment to that commission be a 
representative of the onc-tliird we 
have spoken of. That petition was 
jtigglwl someVherc at the court 
Ikiusc. as tabor petitions usually are, 
and finally the honm-ablc jiidges, 
Halsey. Tarrant. Williams, Lud¬ 
wig, Carpenter and Orazec. again 
put a business man on the jury com- 
T:::s.;ion, and on being questioned 
seemed to know nothing about the 
labor {iCtition. They <liil not stem 
to feel tbit it was aii> rcilcction on 
their judicial fairness that tiiey liad 
not given the one-tliird a repre- 
.seniation of their own accord and 
as a manifest matter of right—no, 
they crawled out by saying they 
knew nothing alxnit tlic petition. 

Tlicir attitude toward lalxir is of 
an altogether different line when 
they go hunting after labor voles 
at election lime! Hut as things are 
now managed in the Milwaukee 
courts one alnvist w,sliders why 
there slioulil be judges at all. If 
trials are iastinctively decided be¬ 
forehand. why are judges nredtsi 
at all? If the judges do not like this 
queer light lliat Ixats upi'ii their 
honorable heads we -iiitpli remind 
them that they have on!} tlieniselves 
to blame for it.
